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CHINESE 
EDUCATION.

Iw another column we publish « 
remarkable address on education 
in China, which was delivered 
recently in Foochow College by 
Mr. E.S. Ling, a former student 
of that instite We have no 
wish to read into indictment 
more than the author intended, but 
it is clear that ke spoke from 
personal knowledge and that he 
had found the condition of things 
which he deprecated oxi i 
more than one part of C) 
Ling invoighs primarily 
the lack of moral and educational 
discipline in Chinese Government 
schools. The students, he infers, 
have imbibed advanced ideas with- 
out ridding themselves of the irre- 
sponsibility of youth. Doctrines 
of equality and liberty, culled, we 
are told, from Japanese sources, 
have been interpreted as authoriz~ 
ing a general lawlessness of conduct 
at home, in the school and in 
public. ‘The most ardent reformers 
in China can scarcely wish that the 
new order, with its many untried 
innovations, should altogether su] 
plant the old virtues that have held 
together for so long the component 
parts of this heterogeneous empire. 
‘Among these filial , respect 
always occupied a proininent place ; 
but even this is threatenod, accord- 
ing to the lecturer who took the 
Foochow scholars to task. In the 
schools there is a dangerous tend- 
ency for the students to introduce 
practices well known in the indus- 
trial world, for the purpose of 
attaining their own ends. By 
means of “ unions” and threatened 
strikes they aro able virtually, to 
dominate an educational institution, 
even to the extent of laying down 
rules for their own tuition and 
regulating their own examinations. 
Finally, if we may still follow our 
authority in passages which we do 
not reprodace, out of school hours 
Young China displays signs of 
moral degeneration which, if un- 
checked, must ultimately under- 
mine the vigour and manhood of 
the country. 

One swallow does not make a 
summer, and Mr. Ling, we feel 
confident, would not wish it to be 
“inferred that the canker of which 
he complains has entered all Gov- 
ernment schools in China. Its 
presence, however, in a few may 
well be viewed with anxiety by 
the more enlightened Chinese, for 
the educational institutions of the 
Empire have already shown a 
wonderfal response to intercolle- 
giato cowperation in various 



















spheres. An isolated ontbreak of 
revolt against constituted authority 
may happen in any sebool ; for one 
reason or another the students feel 
themselves aggrieved, and trial 
of strength occurs between them 
and the directing body. However 
it may be settled, whethor in favour 
of the teaching body or the students, 
discipline is resumed and the normal 
relations between the two sections 
are restored. In China we are asked 
to believe that in some colleges the 
students are in virtual control ; 
they may stipulate for masters of 
a specific nationality with a view 
to avoiding the inconvenience of 


‘Mr. having one with stereotyped ideas 


of discipline ; they impose their 
‘own selection of text-books upon 
their masters, and they require 
examinations to be restricted to 
questions that have already becn 
submitted to them Fiction has 
but anticipated Chinese fact. Al- 
though we do not recall any 
instance where the veil has been 
lifted before on a similar state of 
affairs in China, the reports on the 
condition of State education that, 
have reached us from various parts 
of the country show that the great’ 
promise with which the new educa- 
tion was ushered in bas failed to be 
maintained. The outside public 
has not been admitted into the 
c'ass-room before, but it has heard 
of schools closed, others languishing 
with diminished numbers and every- 
where of teachers altogether un- 
qualified to hold their positions. 

TE there is the least foundation 
for Mr. Ling’s strictures, the 
subject is one that ought to occupy 











at once the attention of every 
Provincial Assembly in China. The 
political straggle of Young China 
does not require to be reproduced 
in the schools, before the students 
have reached man’s estate. Absence 
of discipline among the youth of a 
country must provide the best of 
trainicg grounds for anarchy in 
Btate affuirs. Tt also reduces educa- 
tion to a farce, and the future 
manhood of the Empire will be us 








ignorant of its civic duties 8 of 
higher book, knowledge. Hitherto 
the Chinese system of education 





than moral discipline, and to the 
stupendogs ignorance of the masses 
and the undisciplined life of those 
immediately above them may bo 
attributed the proneness of the| 
country to mob excesses, chronic 
disorder and the abject fear of the 
unknown that bas been the keynote 
of recent events in Shanghai. The 
failure to maintain discipline, Mr. 
E.S. Ling points ont, is largely 
due. to the lack of courage. But 
personal bravery in the face of an 
organized revolt can achieve little, 


unless it can count upon support 
for itself and the absences of ‘support, 
for the youthful matineers. Tn’ 
other words, a master, to beable” 
to keep his class in order, must be” 
sure of himself and eure that the} 
steps that he takes for the mainten- 
ance of discipline will be supported” 
by the school authorities and—a no’ 
less essential point—by the parénts,' 
Students’ unions must be met by’ 
unity of purpose on the part of 
teachers, authorities and parents ; 
and if the state of affairs depicted 
by Mr. Ling is in reality as wide- 
spread as he led his audienicé to’ 
infer, the educational problem. in 
China will require as drastic and” 
as sustained measures as ‘thd, 
prohibition of opium.

AND AFTER. 
November 21. 
Tae truce in British polities is 
at an end. On June 17 last the’ 
Government, by inviting four mem- 
bers of the last Unionist’ Ministry 
to meet in corference aa, equal 
number of the present Ministers,’ 
gave “expression to the general, 
lesire of the nation that King’ 
Goorge, immediately after his acces-! 
sion, should be spared at least that, 
part of the political crisis which 
threatened to prove embarrassing to. 
the Crowa. the Conference wee to 
be untrammelled by apy limitation 
of conditions, but the whole course, 
of its deliberations was to be re- 
ded as confidential., Thus, when, 
@ announcement is made that it 
has been dissolved without comin 
to any agreement, we aro told that 
tha natare of the Conforenes pro- 
cludes any disclosure in regard to” 
the course of the negotiations an 
tho causes leading to their deter-' 
mination, Accordingly the only, 
knowledge that the public, has of 
this striking episode has’ to bo 
obtained by inference. ‘It is, how-" 
ever, safe to assume that while the” 
deliberation turned, mainly on the’ 
problem of the House of Lords and, 
its veto on legislation, they did ‘not 
ignore altogether the question of 
Federal Home Rule, which sud- 
denly acquired auch prominence in 
the political world. When the sub-" 
ject wos being most eagerly can-' 
vassed the Conference re ot 





with the idea, it is supposed, of 
allowing members time to make uj 

their own minds on a problem,” 
which, although first raised a qnar- 
ter of a rand ago, was a new | 
development in the exinting political’ 
controversy. In spite of the, ex- 
peotations formed of the prolonged, 
‘trace between the two parties, it 
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termination, it is to be feared, leaves 
the country much in the same posi- 
tion as it was before, unless indeed, 
we may hope that any danger that’ 
seemed to threaten the monarchy, 
if the crisis, as it stood before King 
Edward’s death had run its course, 
is now finally removed. Political 
war succeeds ; and though the con- 
flict may prove less violent than at 
the last General Election, there can 
be little doubt that it is of the same: 
life and death importance to at 
least one party. 

On Friday Mr. Asyuith an- 
nounced that the Government re- 
garded it as useless to attempt 2 
settlement of the constitutional 

uestion by agreement and that 
Parliament would be dissolved next 
Monday. The antecedent circam- 
stances of the dissolution, preceded, 
as it will have been, by a political 
trace of five months, point to an- 
other General Election of confused 
issues. If the Unioni 
hopelessly divided, it 
to suppose also that Ministerialists 
find themselves in a far less satis- 
factory condition than they were 
in January. By-elections, never 
an altogether reliable indication of 
the country’s feelings, have been 
‘on the whole non-commitial. But 
the difficulty of the Government's 
ition, returned to power depen- 
font on the Irish vote, which bas 
probably not failed to cast its 
shadow over the Conference cham- 
ber, bas, in spite of the truce, 
prevented it from adding to its 
restige by any creative effort. 
Buch “discomBtare as ita Budget 
provisons may have wrooght upon 
the Unionists has been balanced by 
the weakening of Labour loyalty 
owing to the failure of the Cabinet to 
id instanter to the outcry rais- 
ed by d Osborne jadgement. Mr 
Asquith’s lack of enthusiasm in 
introducing the payment of mem- 
bers makes him in this respect no 
better than the Unionists in the 
eyes of the Labour party, inasmuch 
as Mr. Balfour admits that the 
ym may prove the lesser bane 
Pre Sholoe at eile At the same 
time the disaffection in the in- 
dustrial world, particularly the 
more recent and ominous develop- 
ments in Wales, may well have 
their effect on the course of the 
coming elections. If the Liberals 
can bring themselves to advocate 
extreme measures in dealing with 
the House of Lords, they will at 
Teast have a definite cry that is 
calculated to win votes. The 
Unionists, on the other hand, to 
secure an equally advantageous 
ition, will probably have to drop 
‘ariff Reform and concentrate their 
activities on the Navy and the 
Troperial question. 























Not the least interesting feature 
of the elections will be the position 
occupied on the party programmes 
by Federal Home Rule. The first 
step in this direction was taken by 
the Scottish Nationalist Committee, 
which on August 5 issued a formal 
manifesto in favour of “ the con- 
centration of Scotland's legislative 
and administrative machinery in 
Scotland and its control by her 
representatives.” A month ister a 
similar note was strack on bebalf 
of Wales and immediately after- 
wards a definite campaign for 
“Home Rule all round” was 
started in the Principality. That 
some definite inspiration was 
prompting this idea of political 
devolation for the United Kingdom 
was to be inferred from the fact 
that its chief supporters were to be 
found among Ministers. But last 
month a somewhat sensational 
development had to be recorded, 
when the leaders of the Irish 
Nationalists, Mr. J. Redmond and 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, while on a 
tour in the United States, cham- 
pioned a very mild form of Irish 
Home Rule. “Our demand for 
Home Rule,” Mr. Redmond, 
“does not mean that we want to 
broak with the British Empire. 
We desire to strengthen Imper 
bonds through a frderal system of 
Government. . . We are strongly 
in favour of a Federal Empire, and 
once we receive Home Rule we 
shall demonstrate our Imperial 
loyalty beyond question.” Mr. 
O'Connor advocated separate 
Legislatures for England, Scot- 
land, Wales and Ireland, Cui 
and other British States, subject 
to one imperial Parl ament 
in which all would be repre- 
sented. Even the Liberal Press 
became alarmed and began to fear 
that a scheme was being’ hatched 
to cover up some weakening on the 
part of the Cabinet in the Confer- 
ence in regard to the veto of the 
House of Lords. But the Confer- 
ence has broken up ; Federal Home 
Rale bas driven yet another wedge 
oto the Unionist ranks and still 
awaits adoption officially by one or 
other of the two great Parties. 























“RED” RUBBER. 

Norember 22. 
Tae excitement of the boom in 
rubber and the dispassionate re- 
flexion that has followed the reap- 
ing of the aftermath have resulted 
necessarily in the restriction to 
immediate problems of the view of 
those who have taken an interest in 
this product. But the cry of 
“red” rubber, so called by reason 
of the price paid in human suffer- 
ing in its collection, has been again 











taken up in Europe, and the Belgian 
Government bas found it advisable 
to issue an official reply to recent 
criticisms of the administration of 
the Congo territory. It must be 
admitted that the Belgian Govern- 
ment has hardly fulfilled the ex- 
pectations that were aroused when 
it took over the Congo. Charges 
were made repeatedly against the 
former Congo Government of 
plundering, maltreating and en- 
slaving the natives or permitting 
the representatives of the mono- 
polist companies to do so. There 
can be no question that there was 
in vogue an atrocious system of 
exploitation aod oppression, based 
on forced Inbour, and it was not 
surprising that such indignation 
was aroused in the civilized world 
that the late King Leopold had to 
yield to the demands for reform. 
‘This intense agitation in Europe 
and America against the condition 
of affairs then subsisting in King 
Leopold’s territories in Central 
Africa, and the published accounts 
of the terrible atrocities committed 
on the Congolese, who were forced 
to gather comparatively large 
quantities of wild rubber to satisfy 
the demands of their taskmastera, 
will not soon be forgotten. And 
when the Belgian Government 
annexed the territory in August of 
1908, it was hoped that there would 
bo radical and immediate cha: ges 
in the administration of the Congo. 
But the British Government, which 
tukes a liar interest in the 
internal affuirs of the Congo, as it 
was one of the parties to the forma- 
tion of the Congo Free Stato, 
announced that it would withhold 
recognition of the annexation until 
such time as the introduction of 
satisfactory reforms could be re- 
corded, 

While the adoption of such an 
attitade created a certain amount 
of resentment on the one hand, yet 
this decision, while it gave satisfac- 
tion to outraged humunity, could 
not in any way cast any reflexion 
on a Government that meant to 
institute the required reforms in 
the administration of the Colony. 
Unfortunate y, however, the reports 
of travellers in Central Africa have, 
from time to time, aroused popular 
agitation in England, and the 
Government has been reminded 
constantly th.t it has undertaken 
to see that the whole of the Congo 
Free State be opened to freedom of 
commerce. Last year the Belgian 
Colonial Minister, M. Renkin, 
visited the Congo, and when he 
returned he issued a budget of 
proposed reforms, the prospect of 
which was more hopefal than any 
hitherto offered, so that there was 
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‘an opportunity to fructify. Re- 
cognition of annexation, however, 
has been witbheld by Great Britain, 
and to-day the British Foreign 
Office must still suspend its judge- 
ment; for it is urged that the 
reforms are not being carried out 
with that dispatch and thoroughness 
that the condition of the country 
renders imperative. Sir Edward 
Grey hes pointed out repeatedly to 
tbe Belgian Government that no 
reform can be regarded by Great 
Britain as really effectual unless 
full recognition is given to the 
right of the’ native to dispose of his 
own labour as he es, and to 
have a secure proprietary interest 
inthe land that he cultivates. While 
the State claimed the ownership of 
all the soil and required the 
inhabitants to pay the heavy taxes 
levied upon them in kind, these 
conditions could not be maintained. 
The essential preliminaries to 
genuine reform are held to be the 
exchange of the corvée for the pay- 
ment of taxes in money, and the 
bestowal on the native of the right 
to trade freely in the produce of bis 
land. 

It is true that the situation 
has been greatly altered by the 
annexation, and M. Renkin promised 
that the natives would be granted the 
right to take the produce of the soil 
in the domain, that freedom of trade 
would be completely established by 
July 1, 1912, that the Government 
would levy taxes in money and the 
system of the provisioning of agents 
would be abolished, yet the Belgian 
Government in reply to its critics 
does not deny that forced labour 
still- exists in the Congo. It is 
urged that the Government 
does not arrogate to itself the 
right to compel natives to work, 
but what happens is that the State 
exacts its taxes partly in kind and 





















partly in labour. Where a coinage 
exista, payment is taken in cash, but 
in the more inaccessible parts of 
the country it is still necessary for 





the State to levy its dues in labour, 
which may not by law exceed forty 
hours per month. This arrange- 
ment is not without precedent, bat. 
as it always leaves a loophole 
through which unscrupulous ser- 
vants of the State may make unjust 
exactions, its operation is to 
doprecated especially in a country 
where Enropean supervision is 
limited. The argument that the 
Congolese are incapable of master- 
ing the complications of a silver 
and copper currency isnotsupported 
by experience with other Africans. 
Even if the Belgian Government is 
moving slowly in the carrying out 
of reforms in this colony, it will 
readily be conceded that the social 
and economic reconstruction of a 








population of between fourteen and 
fifteen millions of people scattered 
over 800,000 square miles, cannot 
be carried out by a few strokes of 
the pen, At present considerable 
tracts of the country are partially 
depopulated owing to the late régime, 
while sleeping sickness bas also 
threatened to depopulate large 
districts, especially in the Lower 
Congo. But much of the country 
consists of fertile lands, where rab- 
ber grows :prolifically and provides 
the main export of the country. A 
new dawn will break over this dark 
land when the welfare of the 
inhabitants and freedom of com- 
merce to all nations have been se- 
cured, and the British Government 
will then be eager to recognize the 
annexation. 








FINANCE AND 
INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE, 

November 23. 

A TELEGRAM published last week 
and one that appeared in our 
columns yesterday may, perhaps, 
be regarded as the most hopeful 
symptoms in connexion with interna- 
tional relations that have been 
manifested within recent years. 
‘The first announced that the loan 
of £10,000,000 to China, that had 
been arranged by a United States 
group, was to be shared by Great! 
Britain, France and Germapy and 
that this marked the end of the 
dangerous policy of dividing China 
into financial spheres of influence. 
The telegram that we published 
yesterday morning states thi 
regard to ;Central Asian 
Railway, a Russian representative 
is now in London for the purpose 
of securing international participa- 
tion, by these or some other 
group of Powers, in the finan- 
cing of this project, In nei 
case has finality been reached, and 
it is too soon to assume that a 
now era of international amity has 
been ushered in ; but the fact is 
indisputable that the acceptance, 
even in spirit, by the financiers of 
countries between whom no special 
political tie exists, of the principle 




















be|that the enduring interests of each 


individually is best served by 
combined action, is an important 
step in that direction. It is a traism 
that finance has to-day much of the 
power that clothed the personal 
ralers of the past and questions of 
peace or war, in some instances, are 
determined, not by the big battalions, 
but by the substantial banking 
account. And, as the endaring 
interests of finance are best served 
by peace, there is at least some| 











ground for optimism in the prevail 
ing tendency to combine rather 
than to compete. 

‘The loan to China has been settled 
so far as anything can be in the 
existing condition of dnal control 
in Peking. There is little likelihood, 
however, of the National Assembly 
making a serious effort to upset 
the arrangement agreed upon by 
the American group and the Chin- 
ese Government. Reason exists 
for the belief that if the 
matter is ever brought officially 
before the Assembly the loan will 
be heartily approved. From the 
Chinese point of view the loan is 
in every way a cause for congratala- 
tion. It bas been obtained upon 
terms which contrast very 
favourably with those wrang 
from the neighbouring Empire of 
Japan, and in comparison with the 
onerous conditions upon which 
Tarkey has borrowed from Ger- 
many China may feel justly proud 
that her credit is 80 good. Moreover 
the action of the United States in 
inviting the other great creditor 
nations to participate can only be 
regarded by China as another 
guarantee that her territorial 
integrity will bo preserved and that 
she will be safeguarded from 
molestation, while she is finding 
her political feet. Rightly or 
wrongly, China does not put 
plicit faith in those interesting 
instruments, framed without her 
consent or approval. by which 
varions nations have gratuitously 

d to save her from an 
unindicated peril. With the 
cynicism born of experience and 
observation China will feel much 
safer now that it will become the 
direct financial interest of the 
Powers who possess the sinews of 
war to preserve such territory as 
still remains to her. From the 
point of view of the participating 
Powers cordial co-operation is more 
profitable than expensive competi- 
tion, while in regard to such nations, 
if there be any, as may be supposed 
to harbour designs upon China, 
they have received a hint the 
import of which they cannot 
mistake. 

It is the inconvenient habit of 
the rose to carry with it the thorn. 
While from the broadest stand- 
point anything that makes for 
the peace of the world should 
be thankfully received, individaal 
countries may properly fail to show 
enthusiasm if international weal is 
purchased at the price of national 
woe. The rather grandiose scheme 
which Russia has proposed in con- 
nexion with a railway from the 
Caucasus to Baluchistan stands on 
an entirely different footing from 
the Chinese loan, Hitherto Russia 
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has figured more as a borrowing 
than a creditor nation, and her 
début in the character of a capit- 
alist who can offer, without = 
tremor, to find many millions for 
a work than cannot in the natare 
of things pay working expenses 
for many years is, to say the 
least, interesting. No information 
is given in the telegrams in regard 
to the actual purpose of this line, 
which, considered without any 
details, would appear to be strate- 
gical rather than commercial. And 
viewed asa strategic line its prin- 
cipal value would seem to be to the 
nation: that stands as its sponsor. 
Furthermore, that -strategio value 
could only be given by an ultimate 
purpose more grandiose even than 
the absorption of Persia,, In view 
of the haziness that surrounds the 
proposal ‘and the mystery that 
envelops the object sought to 
be served, it may be expected that 
British financiers will demand much 
fuller information before they com- 
mit themselves. Should they act 
overhastily, they will probably 
find that the Foreign Office, as in 
the case of the Turkish loan, is 

dof a power of veto quite 
as effectual and as usefal as that 
that pertains to the House of Lords. 

















MUNICIPAL 


AFFAIRS. 
November 24. 

Iwrenest in this week’s “ Mani- 
cipal Gazette” will naturally centre 
in the Minutes of the joint meeting 
between a special committoo of 
the Council and a committee of 
Chinese residents to discuss the 
methods to be employed for carry- 
ing out the measures consi lered 
necessary (o deal with the outbreak 
of plague. As wo have previously 
indicated, it is a matter for con- 
siderable regret that the Council’s 
version of what took place at the 
meeting should not have been 
jssned before any other account 
could be made public. On an 
occasion of this nature the normal 
course of procedare would have 
been for the meeting to have 
agreed, either that only one’report 
‘of the proceedings should be 
issued, after being drawn up 
by a sub-committee appointed for 
the purpose, or that the discussion 
should be treated as confidential 
and that no report of it should 
appear beyond what was contained 
jn the document to which the mest- 
ing should unanimously give its 
assent. In any other circumstances 
the “official” vorsion of the 
proceedings ought to have appeared 
on the following day, in order toi 
prevent erroneous ideas in regard to 












the action of the Council or 
special committee obtaining cred- 
ence. From the Minutes as now 
published it will be seen in the 
first place that there was no di 
cussion upon the Plague By-laws 
passed by the Special Meeting of 
Ratepayers, and secondly that the 
real struggle between the two 
parties represented at the six hours’ 
meeting turned on a detail of 
plague prevention work that docs 
not even find mention in the By- 
laws. This circumstance, however, 
merely emphasizes the regrettable 
omission on the part of those re- 
sponsible to take the community at 
‘once into their confidence with « 
view to preventing any misinter- 
rretation of the special committee's 
action. 

‘One point that the meeting made 
clear was that, while foreigners 
have to admit to a very superficial 
knowledge of the affairs of the 
Chinese around them, oven the 
more enlightened among the latter 
fare equally out of touch with the 
foreign life in the Settlement. 
Only on this supposition is it pos- 
sible to understand the anxiety of 
the Chinese committee that the 
new By-laws should be restricted 
in their operation to plague, when 
five days previously a motion to 
this effect had been passed at the 
meeting of Ratepayers ; unless, 
indeed, the reference to tho subjeot 
was intended to be a reflexion on 
the Council for failing to notify to 
the Chinese officially the form in 
which the proposed By-laws had 
emerged from the public discussion. 
When the formal notification had 
been given them on this point, the 
Chinese were prepared to confine 
the discussion to the practical 
mensures of plague prevention. 
They asked for the minimum 
of control by the Health Depart- 
ment ; that inspection should be 
left entirely to Chinese and that 
suspect cases should be sent to a 
Chinese hospital. In regard to the; 
latter point they were at once met 
by the Council’s representatives, on 
the ground that all that is asked is 
isolation when » caso of plague is 
suspected. On the question of 
foreign control the Health Officer 
rightly refused to give way, 
and in the end both sides agreed to 
the compromise that lady inspectors 
should be employed by the Muni- 
cipal authorities. To associate 
with these one or more Chinese 
doctors, who can be relied. upon 
to allay popular anxiety regarding 
the object of the visit, does not 
constitute a delegation of authority, 
provided the lady inspector clearly 
understands her responsible posi- 
tion. Accordingly if the Chinese 
committee is unable to extract more 
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4 
in the Couneil’s Minutes, the com- 
munity may be satisfied with the 
successful solution of a vexed ques- 


jon. 

Other matters of interest in this 
woek’s “ Gazette” are. dealt with 
in the Minutes on the Sinza Road. 
Bridge and the Education, Cor 
mittee. As is known, the condition 
of the Sinza Road Bridge bas long 
been a grave danger to all using 
that thoroughfare, but the Chinese 
have refused to meet the Municipal 
Couneil in regard to its reconstruc- 














tion, to shirk their 
responsibilities in this matter any 
longer, the Chines authorities have 


now undertaken to replace the 
present stone bridge with a steel 
structure; but, they insist upon 
defraying the whole cost themselves 
and reject the Council’s offer to 
bear half the expense, In a letter 
published this morning, however, 
the Chairman points out that, as 
the bridge lies upon the existin, 
boundary of the Settlement Fo f 
will lie wholly within our borders 
in the event of a further extension 
of the Settlement, the Council has to... 
resorve to itself the right to inspect 
‘and approve the plans of the new 
bridga before the work of crection 
begins, as well as to supervise the 
work when in progress, It re- 
mains to be seen how the Chinese 
authorities will moot these perfectly 
just claims of the Municipality. In 
the meantime, however, we should 
imagine that the whole matter 
could be satisfactorily settled 
by a personal interview, at 
which the need for the stipulated 
precautions can be amicably. dis- 
cussed over a bowl of tea. The 
new Taotai does not seem.to be an 
export letter-writer, and having 
already bad one of his epistolary 
effasions retarned to him may wel- 
come the opportunity of avoiding, 


similar risks inthe future. There 
can bo little doubt that if the 
personal interview—not always 


severely formal—were more fre- 
quently adopted in our. dealings 
with the Chinese, all concerned 
would reap the advantage. The 
community, if wo have any 
knowledge ‘of -it at all, appreciutes 
a full “Municipal Gazette”, but 
at heart it sete more store on 
“getting things done.” Thus, a 
General Committes on the Eduoa- 
tional Problem has been appointed 
and the Council’s choice has fallen 
on fourteen sound and suitable. men. 
But unfortunately the reference 
to the Chairman’s speech at the 
Ratepayers’ Meeting servos to 
remind us that this Committee could 
have been nominated the day 
after the Meeting and. have. done 
threo months’ work before, the 
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summer separated the members ; or 
it might have been appointed’ in 
October and have nearly two 
months’ work behind it to-day. To 
“ get things done ” ia well-ordered 
administrations there must be 
devolution of authority.

CLASS REPRESENTATION. 

‘The clamour for the revision of the 
Osborne judgement has awakened anecho 
—not altogether sympathetic, but still 
‘a0 echo—from the Imperial Merchant 
Service Guild, so organization that 
seeks to advance the interests of certi- 
ficated officers in the merchant service, 
‘A long letter has been addressed to the 
Press by Mr. T. W. Moore, ¥.2.0.8., 
the Secretary of the Guild, in which he 
contends that special Parliamentary 
representation is not a matter that alone 
concerns trade unions. After pointing 
out that while the sailors and firemen 
had one representative in the Inst House 
of Commons—thongh even he was pri- 
marily a member of the Labour Party— 
he shows that the thirty thousand certi- 
ficated officers of the mercbant service 
bad not only no representative, bat did 
not even a vote.

evenby Dr. Amos. P. Wilder in the 
Union Charch Hall to the members of 
the Loysl Temperance Legion :— 

I bave written out what I have to 
asy for I want to talk sensibly and not 
uokindly. I shall try not to forget 
‘that the world has known alcoholic 
drinks for 5,000 years, though by their 
sanctions Hinda, Baddhis 
medan sections have been protected 
against it until of late. I shall not 
forget that our ancestors quite generally 
‘used these beverages ; that oar relatives 
and friends aro still doing 80; indeed 
their use is quite general, I do not 
mean to scold anybody, but if possible 
to say something that’ shall lead some 
to be afraid of alcohol—srme because 
they fear it will affect their health ; 
others becaose of the menace to the 
State; and some others perhaps, who 
do not fear for themselves, bat begia 
to see that it may be their drinking 
which encoarages others to drink. 

I have been fortunate myself ia that 
Iwas boro and reared in the State of 
Maine where Prohibition has obtained 
for half a century. It is difficalt to 
forbid liquor selling wholly, as it is 
difficalt wholly to enforce the laws 
against larceny or vagran 
there is no spirituous or malt 
made in Maine and, more important, 
drinking is not s part of the social life 
of the people—liqaor does not appear 
at State banquets nor on the fat 
table. Citizens who themselves bave 
no scraples about drinking are yet un-

The mental aud moral changes are 
practically always the first to oconr, the 
highest and most finely balanced 
fanctions being the last developed and 
the first to be lost, Mentally the 
alcoholic becomes obtuse, inaccurate and 
lazy ; his sense of duty and bis affection 
for relations and friends change. He 
becomes irritable and forgetfal, 
frequently suspicious to s morbid 
degree. Speaking generally his ethical 
condition steadily deteriorates, 

Eventually complete mental dissoln- 
tion occurs with total losa of memory 
and loss of all moral restraint... 

One of the first fanctions of

control ; this fact added to the craving, 
which develops after alcobol has been 
taken to excess for any length of time, 
renders it almost impossible for the 
[chronic alcoholic to mend his ways.

‘and:well being. Alcohol, however, does 
thot add energy to the body, but stim- 
tulaten by whipping up the reserve forces 
lying dormant in the system. It is for 
this stimulating effect that alcohol is

to tide over a dangerous period in dis- 
ease. 

Alcohol as a poison :— 

a, The acute poisoning effects of the 
drag are known to all. The vomiting, 
maniacal attack followed i caser 
by stapor and coms, are i 
symptoms in the ‘dead drank.’ Ife 
sufficiently large dose has been take 
death will ocour before consciousness 
regained. Sndden death may occar 
after an excessive dose of alcobol, with- 
oat the preliminary symptoms of drank- 
enness, from paralysis of the heart. 
This andden disastrous effect of aleobol 
is more likely to occar in hot climates 
than cold, a large percentage of cases of 
‘heat-stroke’ following directly on ® 
bout of alcoholic excess. 

b, The chronic poisoning effects of 
alcohol are also well known in their 
more advanced stages. The i 
effects, from » medical point of 
chronic alcobolie poisoning sre 0 
numerous that it would be out of place 
for. me to attempt to desoribe them. 
Sniffice it to say that there is not a0 
organ in the body that escapes. Kidneys, 
heart, blood vessels and liver all ao-

This finisbing-work has to be done 

ander close daily supervision on account 
of the Board. 
By carefal and repeated soundings it 
was found that in many places the stone 
under water was not up to the lope-line 
of the plan, and though many other 
places aro found raised to from 1 to 3 
feet and more above that line, the latter! 
cannot be regarded to compensate for! 
the first. 

Stone-janks, when arriving at the 

work, are always io a great harry to 
get rid of their load, and in case of 
dumping ander water it requires ex- 
perienced and trasty people to get the 
stone in the right places, 
Lately all stone is being reshipped in 
barges and damped with much more 
care mhilst sounding, but this can be 
done only daring fair weather. More 
than half the time this quarter the work 
bas been interrupted by wind and waves, 
as also by want of stone when jaoks 
were detained by roogh weather and 
adverse winds. 

‘At the ond of this quarter not a 
single section of the Training-ror 
conld be called completely finished 
according to the plan, According to 
the contract the work had to be com- 
pleted on the 13th of September ; now 
it seems that all will not be completely 
finished before the end of October. 

‘Adjastiog Concrete-Blocks.—By an 
accurate releveling of the whole of the 
‘Jotty-work it was found that a number 
of the concrete-blocks had settled down 
deeper into the rabble mound, some to 
more than two feet below the line, « part, 
of these, no donbt, bad been set too low 
when placed origiaally. Not less than 
280 of these blocks have now been 
lifted by cranes and after filling in 
rabble underneath, reset to a little 
above the specified line. Also this 
work was frequently interrupted by 
rough weather. It was thought that 














[thie settling of the blocks was also 


caused by high waves breaking over the 
Jetty during storms in Augast; in 80 
far as this was the case it cannot but 
have strengthened the stracture, render- 
ing it more aclid and more able to 
withstand wave-act in the futare, 
‘The breastwall of concrete on the Ist 
section of the jetty.—During this 
quarter the topwork of this section was 
completed by depositing big rubble- 
stones on eit! je of the breastwall 
designed to screen the workharbour 
from the waves outside, ‘The top height 
of this wall in the plan is 16.5 {t. 
L. W., but it bas been found by an 
accurate releveling, twice over all the 

















At sight from a little distance the 
wall does not show any local sinking, 
the top then sppears as a straight line 
over its whole length, reason why I 
‘mast suppose some error in leveling at 
the time the wall of concrete blocks was 
built, only some more settling by the 
‘extra load of big rabblestones on the 
slopes on either side, Iaetly deposited, is 
not improbabl

That the beight of the wall lately 
found was taken by leveling from the 
Sigaal Station gange, which is about 
2} miles stream-upwards from the Jetty; 

‘That daring ebbtide there must be, 
or at least in time will be, some fall in 
the stream along that distance 

That for the top height of the wall 
6.5 L. W. is meant that mach above 
level on the spot, which 
ultimately may be 4 or 5 inches lower 
than the L. W. mark at Signal 
Station. 

Taking account of the above, the 
real height of the wall cannot be more 
than half foot under the mark in the 
wort places, which is but a trifle con- 
sidering the very soft bottom found 
at the time in the line of this 
first section; and as lifting the 
tier of topblocks, all over five tons 
in weight, would be quite imprac- 
ticable, Ido not see anything against 
leaviog the wall intact as it is now. Thus 
far not any wave, nor even spray, was 
seen t> flow over into the workbarbour 
mhich all the time has been » complete 
thelter for junks and other small craft,

‘The Seadyke and Baodwall cf the har- 
bonr,-—During this quarter, cepecially 
daring the storms io Aagust and Sept- 
ember, the waves outside ran so high an 
to overran the Seadyke and alto the 
harbour bunding was a lit'le overflowed 
with the result that along the inside of 
both the claybacking has been washed ont 
tosomeextent, With a quantity of clay, 
dog ont in the fields near the Fort, all 
sach holes have now been properly filled 
up and the olay well ramwed down, 

Reclaiming around the workbarbour, 
—The filling up of this space, over 18 
acres in area, with dredged soil, was a 
part of the dredging contract, or contract 
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No, 2. When this was completed in 
Soptember last year, the filled-up space 
had been properly raised to 14ft, L.W., 
the height specified, In the contract 
xno mention is made of maintaining that 
height by the contractor. 

From tho beginning of this year 
when the soil pumped in became quite 
@ry, the eurface appeared to be extremely 
fine sandy matter easily set in motion 








by high winds; later on this became 
worse and doriog last summer sand 
dost so mach increased that oftentimes 


all parte of the dwelling-houses around 
were filled and the whole neighbourhood 
io a clond of dust. This, of course, has 
much lowered the reclaiming, in some 
places more than 2 ft. To repair this 
the only way seems to me to wait until 
dredging in the river commences again, 
then to fill ap sprce in the 
same way by pompiog matter over 
it and cover the surface with « 
thin Iayer of clay.

Considering the very 
the time this quarter the result can not 
be called disappointing. 

Since the whole stream of the river is

It was scarcely necessary to listen to 
what was said to understand that the 
attitude of the House bad andergone 
considerable change. Indeed the de- 
meanonr of all the most uncompromising 
members was thoroughly downcast, 
One looked in vain for a happy face. 
‘And as the proceedings began to take 
form it became apparent that disoretion, 
which is generally onpopalar, bad 
registered victory over less desirable, 
but more noble impulses. 

‘A petition intended to be vent in 
duplicate to the Grand and Government 
Councils was resd to the House. It 
was a mild affair, containing nothing 
‘that would bring the blash of shame or 
anger to the cheeks of high officials. 
There was no reference in it to 





















the attendance of the Grand Connecillors 
and many of the most ardent reformers 
sat hunched up in their seats, their chins’ 
on their bresste and expressions of de- 
feat without disgrace resting upon their 


faces. A few innocuous speeches were 
made, bot there was no spontaneity in 
the preceedings, Indeed the whole 
House appeared relieved when the 
Memorial was passed and subjects con- 
tainiog no memories of thwarted triamph 
or averted defeat came up for discussion. 

‘There was one noticeable Sgare at 
Assembly that afternoon, however, io 
the person of General Yin Chang, 
President of the Ministry of War. He 
‘sat on the seat reserved for high officials, 
on the right of the diiis bat inside the 
maio hall. Clad io smart uniform he 
remained throughout the proceeding, 
prior to the adoption of the Memorial, 
‘alert and keen, scarcely moving for 
over an hour. Not s few onlookers 
were inclioed to connect bis presence 
with the attitade of the House and to 
specalate upon the fature relations of 
the modern army General Yin Chang 
is establishing sud the parliament which 
is the goal of the members of the 
Imperial Assembly. It was evident 
tbat His Excellency was merely inter- 
ested in the one question; for as soon as 
jit had been dealt with rose and left 
the House. 

In conclusion, it mast be remembered 
that the powers of the Imperial Assem- 
bly have not been clearly defined. It is 
troe that edicts and the highest govern- 
ment officials have stated clearly that it 
bas no legislative powers whatever, that 
it is parely an advisory body, Bat that is 
not sufficient at a time when reformers 
are pleading and striving for an actual 
parliament, Every momber realizes that 
‘each new concession isan asset to his 
party, The young Assembly strong in 
hope, looking upon itself as the pledge 
of complete regeneration throughout the 
country, is eager to 9 fault to jastif 
‘existence; and wheo one remembers the 
tremendous issue involved in the present 
movement, issues that have never before 
been obtained without bloodshed, one is 
forced to admit that the conduct of the 
Imperial Assembly lendid promise 
for the fatare parliaments of China, 
and that it already compares favourably 
with somo old and experienced Houses. 


THE FAMINE 
IN NORTH ANHUI. 


‘We are iodebted to the Rev. E. C. 
Lobeastine for the following account of 
the famine in North Anbai : 

The people in the northern part of 
the Province of Anbui are face to face 
with one of the worst famines in their 
history. The rainfall this summer was 
the greatest of which there is any 
record, and the automa crops were a 
total failare over a region of spproxi- 
mately seven thousand square miles. 
It estimated that two and a half 
uillions of people are affected, and the 
death-roll of the coming months is 
bound to be very great, unless adequate 
relief can be given. 

In order to acquaint myself with the 
actual conditions, I made, a few weeks 
ago, two trips into the famine district. 
The one took me from Haaiynan along 
the banks of the Ko river. This 
river marks the southern boundary of 
























































the affected region, the famine not |are supposed to bare been 











extending,.so far aa I was able to learn, 
sonth of the river except in a few places 
where the land is very low. I found 
that the whole of the country lying to 
the north and east had been fl voded 
daring the sammer, and that Jittle or 
nothing had been barvested. The land 
jast north of the river, which ordinarily 
even io times of flood is high enough 
not to be seriously affected, was from 
one to three fect under water daring 
the days following the heavy summer 
rains and the crops were everywhere 
flooded out. So desperate wore tho 
Iready in September, as they saw 
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by, or who was roported to hive ay 
money. Some of these bands wore 
woll-arme’, and for weeks not « night 
passed but had its story of robbery 


and marder to tell. The country 
people” were terrified. Embankments 
were thrown up around all the villages 
in a remarkably short apace of ti 
the people from the 
moved into these fortified centres. Bat 
they were quite unable to protect them- 
selves, and hed it not been for tl 
prompt action of the anthorities avai 
ing thomselres of the newly-built 
Tientsin-Pukou railroad to send troops 
into the country, the local situation 
might have become very serious. As 
it the soldiers have been able to 
keep’ the people, although driven to 
desperation by banger, from gathering 
together in large bands, and the 
large number of execations in ach 
of the yauéas has pat an end toe 
large proportion of the robberies. My 
trip extended only to Mengeben, ono 
bundred and fifty li north-west of Hasi- 
yoan, so that I did not get into the 
Koyanghsia and Pochon 
I was assured that the 
of things existed right on up to the 
borders of Honan. 

The second trip, made io company 
with Mr. Carter, s new arrival at 
Hasiynao, took ws directly across the 
centre of the famine district, The area

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‘The railroad engineer at Knchen re- 
ported that one of the bridges near 
Kachen was quite choked up with the 
bodies of the drowned, and the débris of 
the houses, He foand himself » pri- 
soner in the second storey of the 
temple in which he was living, and it 
took him nearly a whcle day before he 
conld get a boatman to remove him to 
‘a place of lety. 

‘We met between two afd three 
hundred refogeen on the first day of 
onr trip. While thousands had already 
loft to seok support elsewhere, they had 
stayed bebiad to plant a little wheat, so 
that they would hare something to 
retorn to in the Spring, and had then 
left to try to keep body and soal toge- 
ther by begging, or by such scanty work 
‘as they hoped to be able to find, watil 
the epring wheat crop can be harvested. 
Oar observation confirmed what they 
and others slong the way told us, 
namely: that from one third to one 
half only of the amount of wheat planted 
each antamn could this year be sown, 
owing to the abject poverty of the people.

There is still embankment work. 
to be done, and a few thousand men will 
be able to find work during part of the: 
winter ; bat the relief thas afforded will 
be bat a drop in the bucket, Hundreds 
of thousands must be provided for iv 
some way ot left to die of starvation. 
‘The Government will undoubtedly do all 
it can, but a few tens of thousands of 
taels will not go very far toward relier 
ing the situstion. In our own Hsien 
seed wheat was given out, or rather cash 
wherewith to buy wheat, bat it amount- 
ed only to four hundred cash for a large- 
sized family, and to half that amount 
for a smaller one, It was jast abont 
enough to plant one Chinese ‘acre, In 
‘some of the villages the people said that 
it did not pay them to try to collect the 
money to be distributed, as it bardly 
amounted to enongh to cover the cost of 
their food to and from the place of dis- 
tribution. 

‘The gentry and people were every- 
whore desirous of enlisting the sympathy 
and help of the foreigners. ‘They spoke 
in most appreciative terms of the work 
done thre years ago in Kiangsa Pro- 
vince, and were eager to have the 





























Famine Relief Committee undertake 
work this year also. At Nanbsiichou 
tho “self-government society ” called on 
1s repeatedly and entertained us in their 
rooms; and at Mengchen the members 
of the local Chamber of Commerce were 
earnest in their appeals for help, They 
are ially awake to tho seriousness of 
the situation, for the number of persons 
affected is very large, and the length 
of time to the spriog harvest is long. 
For six months, hundreds of thousands 
will bo absolately destitute, Probably 
over a million people ia this region will 
be dependent apon the charity of others ; 
hard-working, diligent people suffering 
for causes over which they had no 
control, 

It is very earnestly to be hoped that 
s Famine Relief Committee can be 
organized at once, and preparations 
made to help in as large a way a3 pos-

THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 

PT. 1, ORNERAL ORGANIZATION, 

‘The first Nationsl Assembly edict 
was issued on the thirteenth of the 
eighth month of the third year of 
Koaog Hei. It declares that in a 
constitutions! government “the public 
expresses its deliberate opinion on all 
‘subjects ; the upper and lower honses of 
parliament are the real foundations on 
which the execative rests. In Obios 
the time is not yet ripe for erecting the 
upper and lower houses of pari 
therefore it is nec to begi 
the BE Be WW (:u Chéng Yuan) that 
it may be the corner stone of the 
fatare parliament.” Two presidents 
were appointed and commanded to 
Prepare a constitation for this: 
assembly. ‘Their memorial with the 
first two ebspters of the constitution 
received the Imperial assent on the 
tenth of the sixth month of the last 
year ‘of the late Emperor. These 
‘memorials and edicts have been already 
discussed at some length, and need only 
‘be mentioned here. Arguments and 
precedents were drawn from old writings 
‘and practices, going to prove that the 
parliamentary ides bed already existed, 
‘and showing how, in the ages long past, 
ralers sought the advice of their eub- 
jeots, so that the “hearts of the people 














































might be opened to trast and to obey.”

On the eighth day of the seventh 
month of the first year of the present 
Emperor, an edict accepted proposals 
contained in a farther memorial. This 
memorial contains the fall ten chapters 
of the constitution of the National As- 
sembly, the original first two being 
amended. This memorial shortly sum- 
marizes the contents of the ten chap- 
ters. The edict points ont that these 
chapters, together the rales and're- 
galationsof the Provincial Conneils, form 
asingle harmonious system, which is to 
be taken as the model for the constita- 
tion of the fatare parliement. 

‘The objects of the National Assembly 
are twofold. First, it is « gathering 
of citizens of high and unblemished 
reputation, from whom can be obtained 
8 reliable expression of the opinions 
held by the people generally, as 
matters about which the government is 
willing to seek edvice. The whole 
practice of government lies in kesping 
the peace. There will be happiness if 
the people are content ; there will be 




















sorrow if they grieve.” “If the 
multitade are keooly desirous of any- 
thing, give it thom ; if thoy aro disaat~ 





isfied, take away thecause of discontent.” 
A parliament is the modern method 
for discovering the chief causes of 
dissatisfaction and finding what will beat 
contribute to the general happiness, 
‘The firet fonction of the Assembly, 
its so-called legislative fonction, is 
to provide the government with in- 
formation, so tbat the supreme authority 
may be well advised as to a course of 
action it may see fit to take. The 
second object is'educational, Parliament 
is to be hereafter established, and the 
National Assembly is a school to 
‘educate representatives for the people; 
it is s place to get experience for 
dealing with legislative matters, « 
preparatory ventare within the ephere 
of popular administration, 

It is not correct to speak of the Zu 
Chéng-yuan a8 a Senate, A Senate, 
at least in modern phraseolo, i 
& bicameral legislature. It i 
Honse, or a House of Lords, to « 
Obamber of Depaties or a Honeo of 
Commons. It represents interests which 
by reason of restricted represontation 
or a modified method of eloction, are, 
to some extent, differentiated from the 
interests that more especially receive the 
sapport of the more popularly oon- 
stituted assembly. It owes its pecaliar 
constitution to the fact that a riper 
experience and a less degrea of depen- 
dence on the chance variations of public 
opinion eoable it to act as a check on 
the basty action of a house more nearly 
reflecting the feelings of a majority of 
the citizens, and cause it to review with 
somewhat more leisurely deliberation the 
findings of the other part of the legis 
lature, In » parliament consisting of 
‘two chambers one generally 
bears a closer and more relation 
to » larger portion of the population 
than does the other. The Tru Cheng 
‘Yuan does not stand in this relation to 
the 7: I Chu of the provinces. It is 


























not a second chamber in parliament 
‘of two houses. The Provincial Council 
in strictly limited to the affairs of the 
province ; the National Assembly in 
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Peking can geverally only touch mat- 
tars of national interest. When it does 
come into contact with the Tzu I Chu, 
it is only as a court of arbitration. The 
National Assembly is in itself the com- 
plete embryo of the futaro parliament of 
the empire. Althongh oonstitnted a: 
single chamber legislatare, it contains 
the elements of the upper and lower 
houses of a bicameral parliement. Half 
of its members represent the classe, balf 
of its members represent the masse 
Half of its members to all intents and 
purposes are appointed by the Evoperor, 
‘and half of its members, to some exte 
at least, are elected by the voters of the:

At preseat it remains « 
anit, one corporate whole ; ia das time 
it will divide into two distioct entities, 
‘and appear as the House of Lords and 
the House of Commons of the National 
Parliament, 

Leaving for a moment an account of 
the extent of the Assembly's powers, the 
organization may be shortly described. 
‘The internal organization is tinged with 
officialism rather than liberalism. The 
Presidents and Vice-presidents are ap- 
pointed, not elected, and they are chosen 
from very limited classes. A president 
is appointed by Imperial edict and only 
princes and nobles or officials of the 
highest rank can bold the position. Vice- 
presidents similarly are appointed, 
by the Enoperor and must be at least 
officials of the third rank. Article IV

EDUCATION IN 
CHINA. 


The following striking address was 
givea by Mr. E. 8. Liog (F. C. '99) 
on October 21 in Foochow College be- 
some members of the Fakien Pro- 
ial Assembly and students of the 
College :— 

Mr. Chairman, ladies and gontlemen : 
My speech to-night may not be snch a 
lectare as your President desires me to

abolition of the metropolitan and 
provincial examinations of the “ eight- 
legged” essays. Schools and col- 
leges of all deecriptions have since 
been established by leaps and boands 
thronghout the length and bresdth 
of the conntr rtainly this is a 
sign that China is trying to keep pace 
with other great nations on the road to 
civilization, 

Who would ever suppose that China 
with such reform introduced as « step 
preparatory to constitational govern- 
t, should to-day be handicapped by 
the very students whom she has educat- 
ed? A tree is koown by its fruits, « 
fountain by its water, and a school by 
its students, 
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The anthorities selected from among 
the scholara of the old school, thongh 
ignorant of modern science and of the 
foreign languages, have always held the 








The teachers, with a few exceptions, aro 
those who have obtained some smatter- 
iog knowledge of modern science or 
languages from the so-called “ quickly- 
sccomplished * echools of Japan or 
China. The students having canght 
hold of some books translated from the 
Japanese on “unity,” “liberty " and 
“equality ” began to practice their new 
ideas on their parents, teachers and the 
‘authorities of the schools. 

The lawless idea of “liberty” was 
encouraged under the management of 
directors who themselves had never been 
eduested slong modern lines, and bad 
Students easily 
obteiaed leave of absence from school on 
pretence of eickaess, but instead of 
going to the hospitals they spent their 
time gambling in the houses of their 
friends, When questioned on their 
return to echool, “sickness” was their 
general exense, 

The stadents found that the best 
place to experiment in regard to the 
“equality” of which they had learned 
Japanese books, was either with their 
parents at home, or with their teachers 
in school. Once a little boy after he 
had learned the new theories of * eqaa- 

berty from his school, 
ad played sbattle-cock 
hall. Of coarse, his father 
objected to his actioa for fear that he 
might break the glass, but the boy coolly 
soamered : “Tam your equal” What 
Hight have yoa to stop mie? can do 
what T like, I am free,”  Whil 
tchiool the teachers are considered by the 
stadents to be their equals, if not in- 
feriors ; for in fact they have often 
been styled public eervants,” Cases 
of friction between the texchers and the 
students ending ia “strikes " on the 
part of the latter are very often report 
ed in the newspapers. The  teacherr 
are instracted by the stadents to assign 
to tha latter the length of the lessons 
they have to study every day and to find 
the meanings of all the new words in each 
-sson and have thom written ou the board. 
With the exception of a few, stadents 
leave or enter the class-room dariog 
recitation hours as they please without 
getting permission from their teacher, 

With the “anions” formed in 
schools, the stadents beoxmo absolutely 
Iswless. The positions of the teachers 
as well as those of the directors li 
the hands of the stadeats who, in 
fact form the moving apirit of the 
whole institation. With the presump- 
tnons power acqnired from the “anions” 
which they hate formed the stadents 
throngh the mediam of the director (the 
President of the College) instruct the 
teachers as to the best methods of 
teaching and issuing exsmiation qacr- 
‘Let me illustrate this more fally 

While occapyiag a chair 
in Nanyang College, I bal the pleasare 
of teaching a second class which, when 
examinations came, demanded that be- 
fore examination, thirty questions from 
the whole book shoald be prepared and 





















































that on examination ten questions out 
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of the thirty should be given them. To 
thom this was an old custom of the 
school, bnt to me this was a dishonest 
act, which I have never done in my life. 
OF course the reqnest I at once gently 
refased to grant, As a consequence, 
the students formed a very strong 
“anion” and on the Monday following 
the examinations, they made a complete 
“strike” by not appearing in class. 
The system of terching in these 
Goverament schools is peculiar. Enro- 
pean or American teachers are seldom 
engaged, becanse they are straightfor- 
ward and maintain discipline. In order 
to rale them out from the schools, the 
students offen form in a body and’ ap- 
proach the director, asking him to place 
Japanese teachers instead of these Euro- 
peans or Americans when their contracts 
expire. ‘The director, who is always 
sobmissive to the students, can bat

out of ten cases, done through inter- 
pretera ; this is not only a waste of 
time bat a waste of money also. While 
teac’ ing, the teachers spend the wholé 
pericd in lecturing or in solving pro- 
blems, and the students as s rale do 
not repeat their lessons until examina- 
tions com 
On Sundays most of the teachers and 
near'y all the students bave a very busy 
time. Sanday to uss day of rest and 
blessing, but to them it is a day of 
curse and fighting. As birds out of a 
cage, they bave a grand tima in fesst- 
ing, gambling and going to houses of 
ili-fame. Frequently they are mixed 
up in fights with other classes of people. 
The latter have very often been taken 
advantage cf by the students, for the 
bodies of students are sacred and in- 
violable and the “strikes” made by 
them would bring pressare upon the 
sathorities both of the school and of the 
proviace. The study of morality, 
scourding to the regulations of the 
Board of Education, bas been regarded 
as the most important of all the studies 
in the carriculam of all the schools ; 
bat thongh the took on morality bas 
been studied, the students tarn deaf 
ear to the teachings of our great sage 
Confacis So the change of cheracter 
is to bo “not by might nor by po 
bat by the spirit of the Lord.” 
‘The knowledge acquired by the sta- 
ja very superificel, for the teachers 
of whom sot ce well qualified, bave 
not been given the opportunity or 
power to teach the students properly 
acd systematically. ‘The Iatter like to 
stady high sabjects and deep books 
before they have mastered the simple 
ones, I taught a class of stadents who| 
according to their standard, ought to 
atady the Third Reader, bat they de- 
manded the study of “The History of 
19th Century. And under instrae- 
tion from director I gave them 
lessons in this book. I first tanght 
them how to pronounce each word, 
then translated into Chiceso every 
new word and explained the subject of 
exch paragreph and its connexions 
with other parts of history. In study- 
ing mathematice, the teachers solved 
evory problem for the students, who 
simply copied it in their note books, 
But in every school you will find 
half a dozen students who are very 
clever and diligent, so they asa rule 
become the best students and always. 

I quite 
honour these diligent students, 0, 
after sll, the following Obinese verse 
sonnds only too true to the teacher.

THE PARLIAMENT AGtTATIO: 
The demand for a Constitution bas 
recently received decided manifestation 
in Foochow.

delegation. Over three thousand people 
crowded around the Yamia aod many 
of the strongest financial and political 
interests in the Province—and especially 
in Foochow—were represented. 

‘The leader and moving spirit of the 
cromd was Mr, Lia Ch'iog-yo, one of 
the vice-presidents of the local Assembly. 
‘At the Yaméa he was the spokesman, 
For over balt an boar the Viceroy 
declined to receive them, He finally 
appeared, preceded by an anusually large 
guard of soldiers. 

While the throng kneeled, Mr. Lia 
briefly petitioned the Viceroy that he 
woold telegraph to Peking beseechiog 
the Throne to grant a Constitation dur- 
ing the ensuing year. In a few worde 
Viceroy pledged himself to forward 
their request and do all in his power to 
urge the matter. 

A wave of ill-feeling swept over the

Recourse has consequently bad to be 
bad to India, notwithstanding the 
anomaly of having to pay double daty 
on yarn produced from Indian cotton, 
—firet on the cotton on importation, — 
and then again on the yarn when ship- 
ped away from Shanghai to other Chinese 
Porte, thus furnishing in these protec- 
tionist days the extraordinary spectacle 
of straggling national industries actually 
being taxed by their own Government 
ia order to facilitate the introduction of 
competing foreign-made goods. 

Io my remarks on the accounts I 
have referred to our largely increased 
stocks of yarn, These heavy stocks 

ma re of the last month's 
working ; they naturally spell increased 
overdraft, increased interest charges, 
—and they are largely responsible for 
tho unfavourable resolts of the yes 
working. Not that all of these stocks 
were unsold. We were sold early in 
the year at fairly profitable rates well 
into Jane, but things as regards the 
yarn trade in Shanghai bave come to 
that der 
please, clearing goods when markets go 
in their favour, and | the mills 
carry them when the reverse bappeos. 
In the absence of concerted action 
amongst the native and foreign 
mills it seems impossible to enforce 
contracts, I do not even blame the 
dealers very much ; they natorally take 
every advantage they can get, It is 
the mills which onght to take the 
initiative in combining to properly 
organize the trade in their products and 
put it ona sound basis on the lines 
now followed in nearly every important 
manofacturing country. The Board 
have thought it well to take advantage of 
the sdverse conditions jast described by 
me to entirely stop the mill during the 
latter days of Augast and the whole of 
September for the parpose of thoroughly 
overbauling the steam generating plant 
where defects were known to exist. 
Important structaral alterations and 
repairs have been successfully carried 
out in this connexion, the greater part 
of the cost of which has been written 
off in the sevoants now before you, 
‘The mill bas been in active operation 
again since the beginning of October 
and your direotors are mach gratified at 
‘the improved efficiency obtained. You 
will probably expect a few words from 
me as to our prospects for the year be- 
fore us, I am afraid we shall bave 
snother difficalt season ; cotton remains 
very high and the vexed question of 
watering the staple, like the poor, is 
ever with us, and as the price of cotton 
increases so does the amount of water 
sdded by’our friends the native growers. 
‘We have, however, a thoroughly efficient 
Mill and a very competent staff, and 
you may rest assured that we shall do 
our very best to make good. Should 
any shareholder wish to ask me any 
questions on points not touched npon 
be me I shall be pleased to anewer to 
the best of my ability, 

‘There being no questions, the follow- 
ing resolutions were then put to the 
meeting and carried unanimously.

ROYAL 
ASIATIC SOCIETY. 


The November meeting of the Royal 
Asiatic Society was held on Wednesday 
evening. In the absence of Sir Pelham 
Warren, x.c.« @., President, Dr. J. 0. 
Ferguson, Vice-President, was in the 
chair. A scholarly and entertaiaing paper 
on the authorship of Tao Teh-chiog bad 
been prepared for the meeting by Mr. 
A. Gipperich of Tientsin. Mr. Gip- 
perich not baving retarned froma Sacer, 
the paper was read by the Secretary, 
Dr..F. E. Hinckley, 

As an introduction, the reader re- 
ferred to the controversy betweeo Dr. 
Legge, who held thst the author of 
these socient sayings was, in fact, as 
the historian Ssu Ma-chien bad stated 
‘sod as tradition had affirmed, a philoso- 
pher of the sixth century before (‘hrist, 
and Professor Giles, that the work was 
‘composite, representing traditional pro- 
verbs and philosophy collected and 
‘commented upon by nomerous writers, 
Special reference was made to the views 
of Thomas W. Kingsmill, » distiog 
ed member of the Society, recenthy 
deceased, which accorded with the views 
‘of Professcr Giles, Reference was also 
made to the Tao Teh-ct an a cot 
pendinm of traditional ideas of virtae 
‘snd happiness, all natare being seen 
throngh this aadiam, as recently stow 
by a paper, recently appearing in the 
“ Ostasiatische Lloyd,” by Mr. R. Wil- 
helm, of Tsingtan, member of the 
Buciety. 

Mr. Gipperich’s paper showed that 
‘the historian Sea Ma-chien bad not 
‘made the statement in positive terms 
that Lao-tse, presumed aathor this re- 
markable book, prized by the Chinese 
for well over 2,500 years, was a certain 
historic individosl. The word Lao 
means ancient, snd the word Tse 
means philosopher. The occurrence of 
this phrase Lao-tse-yaeo, at the be- 
ginning of most of the chap- 
ters with ite normal translation 
the ancient philosophers ssid sug- 
gests composite anthorsbip. Namer- 
ous instances of internal evidence were 
given showing that more than one per- 
‘son must bave contribated to the book. 
‘The very contra-position of Lao ai 
‘Tee suggests ancient as contrasted wi 















































the fondly-held tradition of the 
Chinese that a real personage, Lao tee 
wrote the Tso Teh-cbiag, must be 
abandoned ; that the work is really the 
eanon of proverbs on the right way of 
the pre-Confucian philosophers on the 
right way of life, and that the as- 
samption of authorsbip by an individual 
dates from the literary rensissance of 
the Han dynasty.

Gerdessus before giving up possersion 
had removed certain property as 
sccarity belooging to Sexton, Indged 
it in » godown, and banded the key to 
the French Consul, Sexton alleging 
theft on the part of Gerdessus. ‘The 
President read the d mn of the Court, 
acquitting Gerdessas of avy felonious 
intent, condemaed Sexton in costs and 
one franc damages to Gerdessne. The 
connter sommons was then taken. 
Barrett deposed that on or about 
September 17 last a report was made 
to him by two Indian watchmen em- 
ployed by Gerdessus that they had been 
assaulted by Sextoo. He took down their 
statement and afew days later was instra- 
cted to send them with an interpreter 
to the U. 8. Court to apply for » sam- 
mons against Sexton.
